Mr.  Chairman,  M3.dam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1953. 


The  Tital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show 
a sli^t  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  12.84  to 
13.93;  the  Death  Rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  much  lower,  being  16.95  per  1,000  live  births 
in  1953  as  against  29.41  in  1952;  and  once  again 
there  were  no  maternal  deaths  reported. 

There  was  also  a decrease  in  the  Death  Rate  from 
10.40  in  1952  to  7.86  in  1953. 

As  usual  Measles  and  Ghickenpox  accoimted  for  the 
majority  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  and  apart 
from  these  there  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease . 

The  Health  Se2?vices  provided  in  the  town,  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  are  set  out  in  the 
report  in  some  detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the 
inhabitants  and  they  are  adequate. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  much  good  work  carried 
out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  merribers 
of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the 
County  Council,  with  particular  reference  to  the  many 
and  varied  duties  performed  by  Health  Visitors,  Mid- 
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wives.  Home  Nurses,  Ch.ildren*s  Welfare  Officers,  Dis- 
trict Officers,  Domestic  and  Home  Helpers,  etc.,  etc.. 
These  workers  do  much  for  the  comfort  and  well-being 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  their  work  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  people  concerned. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  houses  were  comple- 
ted during  the  year  and  80  were  under  construction  on 
31st  December,  1953. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  rose  from  79  to  88*  and  of  48  samples 
taken  for  analysis,  40  proved  to  be  Grade  1;  seven 
were  Grade  2;  and  only  one  was  Grade  4;  which  shows 
the  standard  of  purity  to  be  very  hi^. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and 
encouragement,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the 
Chief  Clerk,  and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  devotion  to  duty  at  all  times 
during  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  AREA. 


The  Urban  District  of  Broadstaira  and  St.  Peter » a 
ia  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  and  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  hy  the  North  Sea  and  the  Eng- 
lish Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates 
the  famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Borotigh  of  Margate  and  on  the  south  by  the 
Borough  of  Ramsgate.  The  whole  front,  which  is  inter- 
spersed with  seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east. 

The  climate  is  bracing,  dry  and  equable, 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  des- 
cribed as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of 
these  are  employed  In  the  hotels  smd  boarding  and  apart- 
ment houses  during  the  summer  months,  or  engaged  in 
occupations  connected  with  the  stay  in  the  district  of 
numerous  visitors.  With  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the 
summer  population  may  be  said  to  be  double  the  winter 
population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and 
the  principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs 
of  the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops  and  the  town*s 
Education  and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Electricity, 
Gas,  Water,  Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government  and  Postal 
Services),  there  are  some  100  Factories,  Workshops  and 
Gai*ages  in  the  Urban  District,  which  provide  stable  em- 
ployment for  a section  of  the  community  who  are  not  en- 
gaged in  the  holiday  Industry;  these  Include  premises 
used  for  the  Building  trade,  and  for  the  development  Of 
light  Industrie  s • 

Included  in  the  above  figure  too,  are  premises  in 
a growing  ’light  industrial*  area  sit-uated  on  the  out- 
•klrts  of  the  town. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  there  are  four  County  Prim- 
ary Schools  under  this  Authority.  During  1953,  however, 
the  building  of  a new  County  Modem  School  was  commenced 
which  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  in  July,  1955. 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  Homes,  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  Eire  several  in  the  area. 
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There  are  some  eight  farms  and  thirteen  niirsery- 
men  in  the  Urban  District,  and  many  more  in  the  sur- 
rounding neighbourhood,  which  provide  employment  for 
those  interested  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  daily  to 
business  in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the 
the  nei^bouring  towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Can- 
terbury, 


CLIMATOLOGY. 

An  official  Climatological  Station  was  estab- 
lished in  the  Memorial  Recreation  Ground,  and  came 
into  operation  on  1st  April,  1952,  from  which  daily 
weather  readings  are  transmitted  to  the  Air  Ministry. 
The  Station  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council's 
Surveyor. 

The  equipment , Installed  with  the  approval  of 
the  Meteorological  Office,  enables  accurate  records 
to  be  taken  of  the  sunshine,  rainfall,  and  weather 
conditions  generally,  in  the  Urban  District. 

In  March,  1953,  Mr.  T.  Saunders  and  his  deputy 
resigned  from  their  posts.  In  July,  however,  Mr. 

S.  R.  Bishop  offered  his  services,  and  he  was  duly 
appointed  to  the  post  of  Honorary  Observer  of  the 
Council *s  Climatological  Station. 

The  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the 
following  particulars  of  the  readings  taken  during 
the  first  four  months  and  the  last  five  months  of 
the  year*  unfortunately  no  readings  were  taken  dur- 
ing May,  June  and  July,  the  period  between  the  resig- 
nation of  Mr.  Saunders  and  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Bishop. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  second  table, 
showing  the  recordings  for  the  past  six  years,  the 
figures  for  the  two  years  - 1952  and  1953  - in  both 
cases  are  for  only  nine  months  of  the  year;  and 
that  the  big  difference  in  the  total  number  of  hours 
of  sunshine  and  the  total  number  of  Inches  of  rain- 
fall in  the  two  years,  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  in  1952  the  missing  readings  were  in  respect  of 
January,  Pebiruary  and  March,  winter  months:  and  in 
1953  the  missing  readings  were  in  respect  of  the 
summer  months  of  May,  June  and  July.  -

Ambulance  Facilities. 


The  Kent  County  Cotincil  is  the  responsible  author- 
ity for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  through- 
out the  County. 

The  Airtoulanoe  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St.  Peter *s 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the 
Thane t area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (accord- 
ing to  location  of  requirement)  are  Whit stable,  Canter- 
bury and  Deal. 

It  is  of  Interest  to  note  that  in  February,  1953, 
radio- telephony  equipment  was  Installed  at  the  Broad- 
stairs  Northdown  Road  Station,  thus  enabling  radio- 
telephony  communications  to  be  made  to  most  of  the 
vehicles  in  the  area. 

The  following  particulars,  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  show  the  year’s  workings  of  the  County 
Arnbulance  Service  from  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s 
Depot  which,  of  course,  operates  in  the  whole  of  the 
Thanet  area;  the  numbers  given,  therefore,  are  for  the

There  are  six  Children’s  Convalescent  Homes  in  the 
Urban  District  (including  the  three  mentioned  under  ’Hos- 
pitals’) which  have  accommodation  for  some  650  patients; 
and  one  adult  Convalescent  Home  with  accommodation  for 
50  m^^n• 

There  are  also  seven  Holiday  Homes,  two  for  Children, 
three  for  adults,  one  for  old  age  pensioners,  and  one  for 
convalescent  patients  and  their  families. 

Then  there  were  two  residential  Training  Nurseries, 
administered  by-  the  Church  of  England  Children’s  Society, 
accommodating  some  50  children:  one  of  these,  however, 
was  transferred  to  Ramsgate  in  October,  so  at  the  end  of 
the  year  only  one  Training  Nursery  was  left,  with  accom- 
modation for  about  25  children.

Most  of  the  Boarding  Schools  are  provided  with  sana- 
toria in  whish  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
can  he  Isolated.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  sanitary  arrange 
ments  in  connection  with  these  schools  and  the  water  sup- 
ply may  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  As  a rule  each 
school  has  its  own  Medical  Attendant,  who  not  only  treats 
the  pupils,  but  advises  the  principals  on  matters  of 
hygiene , 

The  County  Primary  Schools  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Kent  Education  Committee.  These  Schools  are  visited 
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from  time  to  time,  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  invest- 
igations in  relation  to  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
occiirring  among  the  scholars. 

The  building  of  a new  County  Modem  School  was 
commenced  on  the  14th  July,  1953,  which  it  is  antici- 
pated will  be  completed  in  July,  1955,  in  readiness  for 
the  opening  in  September,  after  the  summer  vacation. 
This  school  is  to  provide  a secondary  type  of  education 
for  both  boys  and  girls,  and  is  being  built  to  accommo- 
date some  450  pupils. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Sections  47  and  50. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  Section 
47  of  the  Act. 

Three  applications  were  received  for  consideration 
under  Section  50,  The  first,  in  January,  was  not  al- 
lowed as  the  Act  does  not  allow  for  the  movement  of  a 
body  from  one  area  to  another  at  the  public  expense, 
therefore  the  application  was  refused.  However,  in 
this  case  it  was  found  that  there  were  sufficient  means 
available  for  the  burial  to  take  place  at  Faversham, 

The  second  application  was  received  in  October, 
but  was  refused  in  view  of  the  fact  that  deceased  died 
in  one  of  the  Old  People’s  Homes  which  came  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Kent  County  Council  and  the  Kent 
Council  of  Social  Service,  which  Councils  agreed  to  be 
responsible  for  the  burial. 

The  third  application  was  granted,  in  December, 
and  burial  was  arranged  after  consultation  with  the 
Chief  Financial  Officer.  The  deceased  had  no  respons- 
ible relatives,  and  a small  sum  realized  from  her  ef- 
fects helped  to  defray  the  cost. 


Public  Mortuary. 

The  Coimcll’s  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire 
Station  Yard;  it  is  a brick  built  building,  equipped 
with  two  white  porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and  the 
other  moveable.  There  is  also  a porcelain  slab,  sink, 
and  a hot  and  cold  water  supply.  The  lower  portion  of 
the  walls  is  lined  with  white  glazed  tiles.  The  build- 
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Ing  is  well  lifted  and  ventilated,  and  has  a concrete 
floor  which  is  efficiently  drained.  A complete  set  of 
Stirgeon’s  equipment  is  available  for  the  purposes  of 
post  mortem  examinations. 

The  Mortuary  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

Nine  bodies  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  seven 
post  mortem  examinations  were  held  by  H.  Stemdale  Esq., 

M.D.. 


SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  original  Broadstairs  Water  Company  was  estab- 
lished as  a Limited  Company  in  1859  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  Broadstairs  and  the  Parish  of  St.  Peter. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the 
chalk,  170  feet  deep,  situated  at  Rumflelds  on  the  West' 
em  side  of  the  District,  and  from  an  adit  which  stret- 
ches in  a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of 
about  a mile. 

In  1901  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Urban  District  Council. 

In  1907  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the 
Margate  Corporation  for  the  local  supply  to  be  supple- 
mented by  water  obtained  from  the  Works  of  the  Margate 
Corporation,  situated  at  Wingham  some  12  miles  away. 

During  the  Council’s  ownership  of  the  Undertaking 
many  improvements  have  been  carried  out.  In  September, 
1951,  work  was  commenced  at  Rumflelds  Pumping  Station 
on  the  conversion  to  electrical  plant,  and  this  was 
completed  in  February,  1952,  at  a cost  of  £6,228. 

The  well  water  is  chlorinated  bY  Wallace  and  Tier- 
nan  apparatus,  the  amount  of  Chlorine  added  being  0.25 
parts  per  million.

The  water  has  no  plximbo- solvent  action. 

The  average  dally  consumption  of  water  In  the  Urban 
District  Is  approximately  500,000  gallons  In  the  winter 
and  about  750,000  gallons  In  the  summer  months,  the  mean 
average  being  approximately  600,000  gallons  per  day. 

No  changes  were  made  during  1953  In  the  town*s 
water  supply,  which  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quant ity. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  inter- 
vals and  chemical  analyses  every  two  months.

Extensions  to  the  Water  Mains. 


Extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  carried  out  in 
the  development  of  the  Northdown  Hill  Estate.

Every  house  in  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  with 
water  from  the  mains  and  the  mains  laid  by  the  Council 
made  adequate  provision  for  all  future  building  develop- 
ment . 
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At  the  31st  December,  1953,  there  were  approxi- 
mately 5,306  premises  connected  to  the  Council's  water 
mains  in  the  district,  including  445  metered  supplies.

Drainage  end  Sewerage. 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the 
whole  of  the  District, 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  new,  and  seven  old 
premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year* 
five  new  cesspools  were  made  and  connected  to  five  new 
houses,  and  seven  old  cesspools  were  abolished. 

There  were  no  new  drainage  schemes  constructed 
during  the  year,  and  no  additions  nor  improvements  were 
made  in  respect  of  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal 
works . 


Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately 
4,731  premises  with  W.C*s.  draining  into  the  main 
drainage  system;  and  575  with  W,C*s.  draining  into 
cesspools. 

Where  cesspools  are  in  existence  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  emptying  same  by  making  application  to 
the  Council  for  the  hire  of  the  gully  emptier,  which 
was  purchased  in  January,  1950. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  Is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

In  1930  the  Urban  District  Council  arranged  with 
Messrs,  Heenan  and  Proude,  Engineers,  Worcester,  to 
erect  a combined  salvage  and  incineration  plant  for 
dealing  with  their  house  refuse,  and  the  works  came  in- 
to use  at  the  beginning  of  December  of  that  year.  The 
incinerator  consists  of  two  cells  or  furnaces  with  a 
common  combustion  chamber.  The  forced  draught  system 
consists  of  a motor-driven  centrifugal  fan.  The  com- 
bustion chamber  is  connected  with  an  all  brick  chimney 
120  feet  high  above  the  ground  level.  The  capacity  of 
the  works  is  20  tons  per  day  of  eight  hours. 

It  was  later  found  that  a certain  amount  of  dust 
was  being  emitted  from  the  chimney,  and  to  obviate  any 
nuisance  by  this,  in  1934  the  Council  installed  a Water 
Dust  Trap,  between  the  combustion  chamber  and  the  chim- 
ney shaft.  This  work  was  also  carried  out  by  Messrs, 
Heenan  and  Proude. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  petrol  driven  motive 
units  and  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  incineration, 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  opera- 
tion during  the  year,  and  during  the  summer  months  a 
bi-weekly  collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and 
boarding-houses.  Trades  and  garden  refuse  was  collected 
as  Sind  when  required. 

Cinders  are  separated  from  the  refuse;  tins  and 
paper  are  salvaged  and  baled;  and  together  with  iron, 
bones,  rags,  jam  Jars  and  other  salvaged  materials, 
are  sold  economically  to  a contractor. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed 
of  annually  is  approximately  4,600  tons.

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Legal  Proceedings. 

Proceedings  were  taken  at  the  Thanet  Petty  Ses- 
sional Division  Coiirt  at  Broadstalrs  on  Monday,  27th 
July,  1953,  for  failure  to  comply  with  a Statutory 
Notice  requiring  roof  and  other  repairs.  The  defend- 
ant was  ordered  to  carry  out  the  work  within  twenty- 
eight  days  and  to  pay  7s.  6d.  costs.  This  Order  was 
compiled  with. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  are  very  few  factories  In  the  district  of 
a type  liable  to  cause  smoke  nuisances,  and  no  nuis- 
ance of  this  nature  was  observed  during  the  year. 

However,  In  the  soimmer  the  attention  of  the 
Motive  Power  Superintendent,  British  Railways  (South- 
ern Region)  was  drawn  to  excessive  smoke  emission  from 
engines  standing  at  Broadstalrs  Station.  This  was 
stated  to  be  due  to  the  use  of  Inferior  boiler  fuel 
which  at  the  time  of  writing  had  been  used  up  and  a 
more  suitable  coal  put  into  use;  It  was  not  antici- 
pated that  the  same  trouble  would  arise  in  the  future. 
There  has  been  no  further  cause  for  complaint  In  this 
connection.

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Testing  of  Sewers; 

A test  of  approximately  10^  of  the  sewer  manholes 
in  the  district  was  carried  out  during  June.  Twenty- 
one  manholes  in  the  town  area  and  el^t  manholes  in  the 
St.  Peter *s  area  were  tested,  Balts  were  taken  at  three 
manholes  in  the  town  area,  and  at  one  manhole  In  the 
St.  Peter's  area.  The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is  that 
infestation  of  the  sewers  is  negligible. 

A maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  in  August ;

Nineteen  premises  were  registered  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  14,  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pres 
sed,  pickled  or  preserved  foods. 

Pour  hundred  and  forty-two  (442)  visits  were  made 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  to  food  pre- 
paring premises.  Including  34  Cafes  and  Restaurants, 
and  six  Hotel  kitchens.  Excluding  Bakehouses,  there 
are  only  two  small  Pood  Factories  in  the  Urbsin  District 

Many  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  dtirlng 
the  year  and  a gradual  raising  of  the  standard  of  hygi- 
enic conditions  is  taking  place. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  this  Department 
and  the  Pood  Executive  Officer  in  connection  with  the 
issue  of  new  catering  licences,  and  no  such  licences 
are  issued  until  the  Pood  Executive  Officer  is  notified 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  regarding  premises  are  com- 
plied with. 


Clean  Food  Campaign. 

No  special  *Clean  Pood*  Campaign  was  held  during 
the  year.  In  a seaside  resort  there  is  a good  deal  of 
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seasonal  employment  with  frequent  changes  of  person- 
nel, particularly  in  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants. 
Whilst  lectures  or  classes  for  all  the  year  round 
food  traders  and  their  employees  might  serve  a useful 
purpose,  it  would  be  difficult  to  obtain  the  co- 
operation of  seasonal  employees,  who  are  the  class 
mostly  in  need  of  instruction  or  guidance.  Under 
these  circumstances  frequent  periodical  inspections 
are  the  most  effective  raesins  of  improving  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness.”

Scarlet  Fever:  Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the 

first  quarter  of  the  year,  five  in  the 
second,  seven  in  the  third,  and  three 
in  the  last  quarter.  Twenty-three  of  the  patients,  includ 
ing  the  three  visitors  who  were  on  holiday  in  the  town.

were  removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment: the  other  three  patients  were  satisfactorily 
isolated  and  treated  at  home.  Seven  of  the  cases  were 
children  -under  school  age,  18  were  school  children  and 
one  an  adult.  Fourteen  of  the  school  children  affected, 
who  attend  the  Thanet  Schools,  were  distributed  - eight 
at  three  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee's  Broadstairs 
Primary  Schools,  one  at  a Ramsgate  Primary  School,  and 
five  at  two  Private  Schools  in  Broadstairs. 

Whooping  Cou^t  The  main  outbreaks  of  Whooping  Cou^ 

occurred  in  January  and  February 
when  33  and  29  cases  respectively 
were  notified;  this  was  the  continuation  and  finish 
of  an  outbreak  which  commenced  in  November,  1952.  How- 
ever, during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  64  cases 
were  notified,  nine  in  the  second  quarter,  17  in  the 
third,  and  nine  in  the  last  quarter.  Eighty-three  of 
the  cases  notified  occurred  in  62  families,  "two  of 
these  patients  being  visitors  to  the  town;  14  were  in 
one  residential  Niirsery,  and  -two  in  one  Convalescent 
Home.  Slxty-slx  children  under  school  age,  32  school 
children,  and  one  adult,  who  was  a nurse  at  the  Nursery, 
were  affected.  Only  one  child  was  removed  to  the  Halne 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  a baby  girl  of  if 
years. 

Measles : Dtiring  1953  the  number  of  Measles 

notifications  received  was  about 
half  the  number  received  during  the 
previous  year,  (226  in  1953  compared  with  474  in  1952). 
In  the  March  quarter  188  cases  were  notified,  35  in  the 
June  quarter,  three  in  the  September  q-uarter,  and  none 
in  the  December  quarter.  The  total  for  the  year  was 
divided  up  as  follows :- 

102  cases  in  75  families  (including  3 visitors); 

102  ” ” 6 Boandlng  Schools; 

15  ” ” 4 Convalescent  Homes; 

7 " ” 1 Residential  Nursery. 

Fifty-four  children  under  school  age  (0-4  years), 
158  school  children  (5-15  years),  and  14  (11  adoles- 
cents and  3 adults)  were  involved:  one  of  the  latter 
was  one  of  the  domestic  staff  at  one  of  the  Boarding 
Schools  affected.

Two  of  the  patients  were  girls  of  17  years,  one  of  whom  was 
a member  of  the  staff  at  a Convalescent  Home,  and  she  was 
nursed  in  the  Home;  three  patients  (two  boys  of  six  years 
and  a man  of  40  years)  were  removed  to  the  Margate  Greneral 
Hospital;  two  patients  (a  boy  of  five  years  and  a man  of  40 
years)  were  removed  to  the  Ramsgate  General  Hospital;  and 
the  remainder  were  nursed  at  home.  All  these  patients  re- 
covered. 


Poliomyelitis ; On  the  24th  March  one  case  of  Paralytic 

Poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  a Boys*  Board- 
ing School,  and  the  patient  was  removed  to 
the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  the  same  day.  The  School  closed 
down  for  the  Easter  holidays  and  the  boys  travelled  to  their 
homes  on  the  26th  March*  All  Medical  Officers  of  Health  were 
notified  of  the  arrival  of  the  contacts  in  the  districts 
concerned. 


During  August  three  cases  occurred,  two  of  the  paraly- 
tic type  and  one  non- paralytic.  The  first  notification  re- 
ceived was  in  respect  of  a man  of  47  years  of  age,  who  was 
removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  on  the  12th  and  un- 
fortunately died  on  the  15th,  The  second  was  a married 
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woman  of  35  years  of  age,  who  was  removed  to  Haine  on 
the  17th;  the  third  case,  non-paralytic,  was  a married 
man  of  29  years,  and  he  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  the  28th.  The  woman  was  transferred  from 
Haine  to  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  at  Margate  on 
1st  October;  and  the  man  was  discharged  from  Haine  to 
his  home  on  8th  October. 

In  September  two  notifications  of  the  disease  were 
received,  the  first  relating  to  a boy  of  three  years, 
in  a private  family,  and  the  second  to  a boy  of  seven 
years,  in  a Children *s  Convalescent  Home.  Both  patients 
were  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital,  but  were 
later  reported  not  to  be  suffering  from  Poliomyelitis: 
the  first  boy  was  removed  to  the  Margate  General  Hospi- 
tal two  days  after  admission  to  Haine,  having  been  re- 
diagnosed as  a case  of  Glycostirla;  the  second  boy's 
sickness  was  due  to  a septic  leg  and  he  was  re-diagnosed 
as  ’’Post  Septic  Myalgia,’’  and  was  discharged  from  Haine 
on  22nd  October. 

Towards  the  end  of  December  a notification  was 
received  - ”?  Poliomyelitis”  in  respect  of  a girl  of 
18  years  of  age,  and  she  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  observation,  but  happily  proved  not 
to  be  a case,  the  test  giving  a negative  result,  and 
she  was  discharged  eleven  days  later.  Unfortunately, 
however,  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  this  notifica- 
tion, two  notifications  were  received  of  Paralytic  Polio 
myelitis,  a girl  of  three  years  of  age  and  a girl  of 
nine  years;  they  were  both  removed  to  Haine,  where  the 
diagnosis  was  confirmed;  they  were  ti»ansferred  to  the 
Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  at  Margate  on  the  9th  Febru- 
ary, 1954. 

Sonne  Dysentery;  The  first  notification  was  received 

in  May,  relating  to  a man  of  39  years 
of  age;  he  was  removed  to  the  Haine 
Isolation  Hospital  on  the  11th  and  was  discharged  on 
the  29th  May.  No  further  cases  occurred. 

Then  in  June  eight  cases  were  notified  in  one  of 
the  children's  Convalescent  Homes,  all  children,  these 
notifications  were  received  between  31st  May  and  the 
19th  June;  the  patients  were  Isolated  and  nursed  in 
the  Home.  One  othier  case,  a girl  of  11  years,  occurred 
in  July  at  the  same  Convalescent  Home,  since  when  there 
has  been  no  further  trouble. 
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Food  Poisoning;  Six  cases  occurred  at  one  house  on 

Friday,  12th  June,  after  a children's 
tea-party  at  6-  0 p.ra,,  and  involved 
four  children  (three  of  five  years  of  age  and  a bahy 
boy  of  10  months)  and  two  adults,  the  parents  of  two  of 
of  the  children;  the  other  two  children  were  neighbours 
invited  to  the  party.  The  sickness  occurred  within  a 
quarter  to  half  an  hour  after  commencing  tea.  The  Doc- 
tor was  called  in  and  the  baby  was  sent  to  the  Margate 
General  Hospitals  he  was  discharged  on  15th  June.  On 
Saturday,  the  13th,  when  notification  was  received  of 
the  illness,  all  except  the  baby  had  recovered. 

Specimens  of  the  food  left,  of  which  all  the 
patients  had  eaten,  (Kosher  Margarine,  Butter,  and  two 
samples  of  brown  Bread) , were  sent  to  the  County  Labora- 
tory for  examination,  and  a report  received  stating  - 
"No  organisms  of  food  poisoning  group  or  toxin  producers 
isolated."  Unfortunately  it  was  impossible  then  to 
trace  the  source  of  infection.  However,  the  clinical 
features  were  - lassitude,  sickness  and  complete  col- 
lapse of  two  of  the  children. 

Then  on  23rd  July  a notification  of  Food  Poisoning 
was  received  in  respect  of  a woman  of  68  years  of  age, 
and  a second  one  on  1st  August  in  respect  of  a child  of 
11  years  of  age.  In  one  of  the  Convalescent  Homes  (the 
same  Home  in  which  the  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occvirred 
in  June);  and  on  the  4th  August  nine  more  notifications 
were  received  from  the  same  Home,  relating  to  seven 
children  of  school  age  and  two  adults  (staff),  one  a 
woman  of  52  years  and  the  other  a girl  of  16  years  of 
age.  Four  of  the  patients,  the  three  adults  and  one 
child,  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment . 

The  report  given  on  the  laboratory  investigations 
was  - "Salmonella  Typhl-raurium  isolated;"  and  the  cli- 
nical features  were  diarrhoea,  vomiting  and  Fever.  How- 
ever, neither  the  origin  of  infection  nor  of  the  contam- 
ination of  food  could  be  traced.  There  has  been  no  fur- 
ther trouble  at  the  Home, 

Erysipelas ; The  first  case  occurred  in  August,  a 

woman  of  43  years  of  age,  a visitor 
to  the  town;  she  was  removed  to  the 
Hill  House  Hospital  on  24th  August  for  treatment.  In 
Noverriber  a woman  of  61  years  was  notified;  she  was 
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nursed  at  home;  then  In  December  a woman  of  59  years  was 
notified  and  removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment . 

Ghickenpox:  In  accordance  with  the  Order  made  by  the 

Urban  District  Council  in  the  year  1923, 
Ghickenpox  Is  still  a notifiable  disease 
in  the  Urban  District,  and  during  the  year  139  cases  were 
notified,  affecting  86  patients  in  68  families,  involving 
21  children  under  school  age,  60  school  children  and  five 
adults.  Six  of  these  patients  were  visitors  on  holiday  in 
the  town.  In  the  Homes  and  Schools  five  of  the  patients 
were  under  school  ago,  47  were  school  children  and  one  an 
adult.  Twenty-four  of  the  children  were  removed  to  the 
Halne  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  from  four  Convales- 
cent Homes  and  one  Boarding  School. 

Prom  the  following  table,  which  shows  the  incidence  of 
Ghickenpox  per  quarter  during  the  past  six  years,  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  in  1953  was 
about  one-third  of  the  total  notified  in  1952.  -

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Prevention  of  Tuberoulosia  ; Care  and  Aftercare, 

A scheme  is  opei*ated  Jointly  by  the  Kent  Coxinty  Council 
and  the  local  Aftercare  Committee,  for  the  provision  of  care 
and  aftercare  of  patients  s\iffering  from  Tuberculosis; 
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throu^  this  scheme  ari»angements  are  made,  where  neces- 
sary, for  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various  ways  - the 
provision  of  shelters;  extra  milk  and  meat;  the  provi- 
sion of  beds,  bedding,  and  clothing. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice 
to  the  patients. 

Where  there  is  need  help  is  given  in  solving  hous- 
ing problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the 
admission  of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  is  arranged;  and 
materials  are  provided  for  recreational  therapy. 

When  the  Chest  Physician  considers  patients  are  fit 
for  work,  they  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
for  entry  of  their  names  on  the  Disablement  Register.

During  the  year  the  following  Circulars  and  Let- 
ters were  received  and  dealt  wlth:- 

Mlnlstry  of  Health)  With  this  Circular  was  enclosed 
Circular  6/5^  of  ) a copy  of  ”The  Public  Health 
l4th  March > 19 5^;  ) (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations, 

1953  - Notification  and  Prevention 
of  Infectious  Diseases,"  which 
came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1953,  These  Regula- 
tions supersede  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1927,  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  (London) 
Regulations,  1927,  and  are  in  substitution  of  those 
revoked  by  Regulation  2.  They  correspond  with  those 
Regulations  requiring  notification  of  malaria,  dysen- 
tery, acute  primary  pneumonia  and  acute  influenzal 
pneumonia,  and  in  prescribing  action,  in  conformity 
with  the  present  working  of  the  health  services,  in 
relation  to  the  diseases  named  in  the  fourth  schedule. 

They  amplify,  however,  the  precautionary  measures 
provided  for  in  the  revoked  Regulations  against  food 
poisoning  -

(1)  by  relating  these  (instead  of  to  enteric 
fever  and  dysentery,  as  formerly)  to  typhoid 
fever,  paratyphoid  fever  or  other  salmonella 
infections  (which  Includes  the  diseases  pre- 
viously known  as  enteric  fever) , dysentery 
and  staphylococcal  infection  likely  to  cause 
food  poisoning; 

(2)  by  applying  these  measures  in  general  to  per- 
sons shown  to  be  carriers  of  these  diseases 
as  well  as  to  persons  suffering  from  them; 

(3)  by  preventing  such  persons  (in  either  class) 
not  only  from  continuing  employment  involv- 
ing the  handling  of  food,  as  formerly,  but 
also  from  entering  such  employment;  and 

(4)  by  enabling  a local  authority  to  authorize 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  issue  noti- 
ces in  emergency,  in  order  to  check  the  spread 
of  these  diseases. 

A copy  of  the  Regulations  was  sent  to  all  medical 
practitioners  practising  in  the  Urban  District  as  re- 
quired. by  paragraph  4 of  the  Ministry's  Circular.

are  able  to  give  in  maintaining  the  highest  standards 
of  hygiene  in  Hospitals.
